MORE POSTAL 
INDICTMENTS 


Grand Jury Finds Seven True 
BIIU 
Against Six Persons. 


Washington, Sept 9.—After deliber- 
ating for several weeks over a mass of 
documents submitted by the postoffice 
Inspertors, the federal grand jury has 
returned seven Indictmenta In postal 
cases, involving six different persons. 
All the Indictments were kept off the 
public record and both the ofllcials of 
the district attorney's office and of the 
postoffice dopartment refused to divulge 
names or details of tne indictments un- 
til the parties indicted are arrested. Tho 
indentity of the indicted 
Individuals 
thus was left a matter of conjecture. It 
Is expiHited that arrests will occur to- 
day and that the postoffice department 
will have some announcement to make 
late this afternoon. The grand jury's j 
action probably marks the beginning of | 
the end of the investigation that ha« I 
been in progress since the middle of < 
last March. 


Leopold Stern, the Baltimore contrac- 
tor, who disappeared from Baltimore 
before he could bo arrestfid on an In- 
dictment returned July 31 last was lo- 
cated at Toronto and tho long delayed 
surrender of George W. Beavers, tho 
former head of the salary and allow- 
ance division, to the New York authori- 
ties, took place. 
The postal officials 
have boen searching 
for Stern ever 
since ho disappeared and finally receiv- 
ed word from the Canadian authorities 
that he is In Toronto. They expressed 
considerable vexation at the premature 
publicity of his whereabouts on account ! 
of the problem of extradition thai now 
confronts the government and tho pos- 
sibility of his making good his escape 
now that the information has become 
public in advance of the readiness of 
the authorities 
to effect hie arrest. 
Beavers arrest created no surprise, for 
the government all along has kept ad- 
Tlsed of his whereabouts, .despite re- 
ports to the contrary. 


ACCIDENT AT MOTOR CYCLE RACE

John Miller, of Syracutei Locked Up 


By Police. 


Syracuse. N, Y., Sept. 8.—John Mil- 
ler, a German, was arrested at his 
home, and is charged with 
having 
threatened to shoot the president dur- 
ing his stay in this city. Sunday even- 
ing the police learned that a man 
named Miller, living in the southwest- 
ern part of the city, had said that he 
would shoot the president while the 
letter carriers' parade wns being ro- 
viowed. He denies that he made any 
threats against the president's life 
and claims that a woman 
through 
vrhom the police learned of it is lying. 
When questioned at police headquar- 
ters he was unable to give a clear ex- 
planation of his whereabouts since 6 
o'clock Sunday morning. 
He Is held 
pending a more thorough investiga- 
tion. 


BISHOP CLARK IS DEAD 


Presiding Bishop of Episcopal Church 


Passes Away. 


Newport, R. I., Sept 8.—Right Rev. 
Thomas March Clark, bishop of Rhode 
Island, and by virtue of his seniority 
presiding bishop of 
the 
Episcopal 
church in this country, as well as the 
oldest bishop in the Anglican com- 
munion, if not in the world, died sud- 
denly at his home in Middletown. 


Bishop Clark was born in Newbury- 
port, Mass., July 4, 1812. 
Ho grad- 
uated at Yale in 1831 and 
studied 
theology 
at 
Princeton 
until 
1835, 
•when on completing his course he re- 
ceived a license to preach by tho pres- 
bytery of his native placo. 
He was 
inade deacon of Grace Church in Bos- 
ton in 1836 and advanced to the priest- 
hood In Novoiiibtir of that year. 
He 
ofilciated at Grace Church until 1843, 
when he left for Philadelphia, where 
he was rector of St. Andrew's Church 
until 1847. 
He then returned to Bos- 
ton 
OS 
assistant rector in Trinity 
Church, and finally became rector in 
the 
Church of Christ at Hartford, 
Conn. 
He remained there from 1850 
until 1854, when he was consecrated 
bishop of Rhode Island. 


In 1898 he gave up the active duties 
of his diocese to Rev, W. M. McVicker, 
who now becomes bishop of Rhode 
Island. Bishop Clark became the pro- 
siding bishop of tho Episcopal church 
ia this country in 1899.

Pa., Sept. 8, — William 
Hooper, of the firm of Hooper 3roth- 
ecB. brick manufacturers, was shot 
and probably fatally injure i in a field 
east of hia brick yard. For time boys 
and men have 
made a practice of

workmen in tho brick yards felt un- 
safe. 
Mr. Hooper started to disperse 
a crowd of hunters from the field, 
when Joseph Anthony, aged 17, de- 
liberately emptied the contents of his 
gun into Hooper's breast, tearing a 
large hole. 
Physicians say he cannot 
recover. Anthony claims that Hooper 
threw a stone at him and he fired in 
self-defense. 


$200,000 Blaze In Pittsburg, 


Pittsburg, Sept. 
— Fire, which-, 
broke, out in the large stables of the 
Allegheny'Transfer Company, result- 
ed in a loss of at least $2jO,000.

BISHOP CLa 'r K is d e a d 


Presiding Bishop of Episcopal Church 
Passes Away. 
Newport, R. I., Sept. 8.—Right Rev. 
Thomas March Clark, bishop of Rhode 
Island, and by virtue of his seniority 
presiding bishop of 
the 
Episcopal 
church in this country, as well as the 
oldest bishop in the Anglican com­ 
munion, if cot in the world, died sud* 
denly at his home in Middletown. 
Bishop Clark was born In Newbury* 
port, Mass., July 4, 1812. 
He. grad­ 
uated at Yale in 1831 and studied 
theology 
at Princeton 
until 
1835, 
when on completing his course be re­ 
ceived a license to preach by tho pres­ 
bytery of his native placo. 
He was 
inade deacon of Grace Church in Bos­ 
ton in 1836 and advanced to the priest­ 
hood In November of that year. 
He 
officiated at Grace Church until 1843, 
when he left for Philadelphia, where 
he was rector of St. Andrew’s Church 
until 1847. 
He then returned to Bos­ 
ton 
as 
assistant rector in Trinity 
Church, and finally became rector in 
the 
Church of Chriat at Hartford, 
Conn. 
He remained there from 1850 
until 1854, when he was consecrated 
bishop of Rhode Island. 
In 1898 he gave up the active duties 
of his diocese to Rev. W, M. McVicker, 
who now becomes bishop of Rhode 
Island, Bishop Clark became the pre­ 
siding bishop of the Episcopal church 
In this country In 1899,

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 8. — William 
Hooper, of the firm of Hooper Broth- 
ecs, brick manufacturers, was shot 
and probably fatally injure > In a fleld 
east of his brick yard. For time boys 
and men have 
made a practice of 
hunting rabbits in tho field, and the 
workmen In the brick yards felt un­ 
safe. 
Mr. Hooper started to disperse 
a crowd of hunters from the fleld, 
when Joseph Anthony, aged 17, de­ 
liberately emptied the contenta of his 
gun into Hooper’s breast, tearing a 
large hole.

Ihe Making of 


Rtflroad Curves. 


B y M. G. Cuntilif. 
^ 


EORGE PULLMAN once said, when asked the secret of easy 
riding, that the secrets are so many that no one can keep them« 
This is true, but the easing of curves Is one of them. 


Curves, no matter how slight, have always been laid as arcs 
of true circles, TVe outer rail is raised according to the sharpness 
of the curve and the estimated speed of trains that arc to round 
it A mlle-a*mlnute train on a one degree curve needs an outer 
rail five Inches higher than the Inner rail; a slower train a 
lower elevation. It Is clear from this explanation that a train going faster 
than the maximum for which the track is prepared would shoot off the rails. 
Conversely, a slower train than the one provided for would grind the flanges 
off its wheels. Any road must strike a serviceable average for trains of varying 
speeds, and engineers must nurse their locomotives around the curves as close 
to it aa i>oaslbIe. That puts an inevitable check on high speeds. The Empire 
State Express once made a burst for two miles at the rate of 102 mileg an 
hour on a straightway section of track. A heavy curve would have shot the 
engine at that top speed a quarter of a mile 'cross country. On most roads, 
however, sixty miles an hour is quite safe, though very costlyr 


To permit auch speed the engineers of the last few years, in relaying tracks, 
Instead of starting a true circle curve with the sudden lift of the outer rail that 
causes the Jolt and lurch that travelers know, have laid a slight parabolic 
curve from a point a hundred yards back on the straight track, and have ele- 
vated the outer rail imperceptibly along that curve to the maximum. The re- 
sult of the devIce—ln practice quita new—has been the annihilation of curves 
as regairds a passenger's aenses. With eyes shut he cannot tell whather the 
track ia straight or curved.—World's Work»

GROWING ASPARAGUS.

I am afraid that 
employes who have to fill up the big 
fellows before the boss gets down in 
the morning take long chances.

the whole business has changed. Butch- 
ers, grocers and fruiterers in modern 
uptown stores have their

built by contract, with the rest of their 
fittings, and have a little tank built 
in it that is surrounded by Ice In which 
to keep cool water for their customers. 
In downtown office buildings tenants 
have iced water constantly on tap from 
faucets. 
It is not always very cold, 
but it is better than ordinary Croton 
water, and it saves the tenant an Ice 
bill. 
In many of the swell suites of 
offices they have means of cooling huge 
jars of hygienic water for a large staff 
of clerks and a zinc safe that will hold

by 
Trofessor and 
Madame 
Curie, of Tarts. They doubted whelher 
polonium -was a primary element or 
related to bismuth, but Professor Mark- 
wald demonstrated that it was indeed 
a primary element. 


He exhibited a bit of the metal weigh. 
Ing 15-100 of a grain, which was pro- 
duced from two tons of uranium at a 
cost of 175. 


It is more thinly distributed in ura- 
nium than Xenon is in the atmosphere. 
The latter Is the most rarified of gases.

Markwald 
proceeded 
to 
give a marvelous exhibition of the pow- 
ers of his speck of polonium. 
It in- 
tercepted a strong current of eloctricity 
passing through the air from the i:en- 
erator to the receiver, the air censlnj;

Becquerel has now discovered another 
form of radiation, of high penetrative 
power. 
Polonium appears, therefore, 
to possess two out of three forms of 
radiation exhibited by radium, and only 
lacks cathode rays.

DEM AND FOR ICE COOLERS. 


T ht Littlf Old-Faahlonad Tanka Qo to 
Country Shops. 
"There is still a demand for the lit­ 
tle old-fashioned tin ice cooler^, paint* 
ed In gay colors on the outside,” said 
a manufacturer of the ice tanks in 
Wost Broadway, ‘‘but we don't sell 
many of them in New York any more. 
They go to Muntry stores and little 
ice cream shops in the suburbs. Time 
\ras when almost every store and every 
offic$ in a downtown building had one 
of those tin ice coolers on a shelf In a 
corner. 
Then men began to order 
wooden ice coolers lined with tine. It 
was too much trouble to fill the little 
ones two or three times a day. 
But 
the little ones were the more sanitary. 
It was so easy to lift them down and 
rinse them out. 
An ice w^ater tank 
should be cleaned every day if per­ 
sons compelled to drink out of it want 
to keep healthy. 
I am afraid that 
employes who have to fill up the big 
fellows before the boss gets down In 
the morning take long chances. 
But 
the whole business has changed. Butch­ 
ers, grocers and fruiterers in modern 
uptown stores have their 
ice 
chest 
built by contract, with the rest of their 
fittings, and have a little tank built 
in it that is surrounded by ice in which 
to keep cool water for their customers. 
In downtown office buildings tenants 
have iced water constantly on tap from 
faucets. 
It is not always very cold, 
but it is better than ordinary Croton 
water, and it saves the tenant an ice 
bill. 
In many of the swell suites of 
offices they have means of cooling huge 
jars of hygienic water for a large staff 
of clerks and a zinc safe that will hold 
a siphon or two of carbonic (and per­ 
haps a drop of something to put in it) 
for the president or manager of the 
company 
Men deliver this water and 
take away empties every morning Just 
as they do in residences in the uptown 
district.”

POLONIUM’S MARVELOUS QUALITIES 


rti* M«w B 1«mea| UUcoTerfd by Pra 
fesiòr and Mn. Carle. 
Professor W. Markwald, of Berlin, 
exhibited to the electro-chemical and 
physical section of the Chemical Con­ 
gress, a «mudge of dark powder ou .n 
p|ejc« of pajjcji It w.Ts the first lime 
tny of tiie emlnon't scientists he showed 
It to had seen the metal polonium, dis­ 
covered by Trofessor and Madame 
Curie, of Tarls. They doubted wlietLcr 
polonium was a primary element or 
related to bismuth, but Professor Mark- 
wald demonstrated that it was indeed 
• primary element. 
He exhibited a bit of the metal weigh. 
Ing 15*100 of a grain, which was pro­ 
duced from two tons of uranium at a 
cost of $70. 
It is more thinly distributed In ura­ 
nium than Xenon is in the atmosphere. 
The latter is the most rarlfled of gases. 
Professor Markwald pr^oc^ded <o 
give a marvelous exhibition of the pow­ 
ers of his speck of polonium. 
It In­ 
tercepted a strong current of electricity 
passing through the air from the gen­ 
erator to the receiver, the air censing 
to be a conductor for the fliishes. 
The room w’as then darkened .nnd 
pieces of barium, platinum and zinc- 
blende 
placed 
near 
the, polonium 
glowed with a bright, greenish llfrht. 
Polonium rays dllTer from radium 
rays inasmuch as they contain no o.n- 
thode radiation. It has hitherto been 
assumed that polonium only emits 
canal rays—I. e., positive ions BufferhiK 
only slight deflection by a mnpnet .t iuI 
undergoing absorption easily; in ot.'u-r 
words, heavy particles of considera Me 
momentum, but small free path. 
H. 
Becquerel has now discovered another 
form of radiation, of high penetrative 
power. 
Polonium appears, therefore, 
to possess two out of three forms of 
radiation exhibited by radium, and only 
lacks cathode rays.

One of the most remarkable cases of 
double consciousness on recoixi is that 
of Miss Mary Reynolds of Meadville, 
Pa., a member of a prominent Craw- 
ford county ifamily. Reference has at 
different times been made to this case 
and a detailed and authentic account 
of her remarkable life, gathered from 
the most reliable sources, was writ- 
ten some years ago by the Rev. W. S. 
Plummer, D. D., at {hat time a pro- 
fessor In the Western theological sem- 
inary, and published in Harper's Mag- 
azine for May, ISCO. 
The case is one 
of much scicnlific interest. 
She was 
brought up near whait is now Titus- 
vllle, Pa. Her father was one of the 
first settlers in that part of Pennsyl- 
vania, and the country was then an al- 
most unbroken wilderness. 
No extra- 
ordinary incidents irarkcd her child- 
hood. She had quick intelligence, im- 
proved her opportunities of education 
and her mental and phy::ical organism 
appeared to be balanced. When about 
18 years of age she became subject to 
epileptic attacks, and about a year sub- 
sequent to this, aftor an attack of un- 
usual violence, she remained for a 
time in a state of insensibility. 
When 
she recovered consciousness she was 
blind and deaf, and remained in that 
condition for five or six Aveeks. Sight 
and hearing both i*eturned, but about 
three months after this, upon awaken- 
ing from a profound sleep, "from which 
her family had with difficulty aroused 
her, it was found that she had lost all 
recollection of her former life. 
Her 
parents and the members of her family 
wero strange to her. 
She was igno- 
rant of the commonest details of ev- 
eryday life; she had no consciousness 
that she had ever existed before, and 
her condition was that of a nev/born 
infant. 


In this condition she continued for 
about five v/eeks, during v/hich tlmo 
she acquired knowledge with wonder- 
ful rapidity. 
One morning, liovv'ever, 
she awoke in her usual state, without 
the slis'ate&t knowledge that anything 
unusual had happened.

In 
planting, do not prune the roots unless 
they are bruised or torn; all Injured 
portions should be cut away. 


In cold climatcs it is a good plan, 
after the first frost, to protect the 
roots of the bushes "with a six-inch 
mulch of leaves. 
To hold them in 
place a few pine boughs, or a little 
long manure, may be placed on top. 
In March or April tbe buds will begin 
to swell. Before thl& begins, the cov- 
ering of leaves should be removed.-

every year, and to keep the plants al- 
ways low, not higher than six to ten

In procuring trees to set make great 
efforts to obtain thrifty well-grown 
stock. By thrifty I do not mean neces- 
sarily large trees; in fact the size is of 
minor Importance. 


A tree two years old, large, of ita 
age, is preferable to a three-year-old,, 
small of its age, for the reason that in 
the latter case it has been starved 
and stunted in growth, 
I -have oh- .1 
served that trees that have made good, 
strong growth in the nursery rows, ' 
when transplanted do ; better, 
and, 
with equal care with those of an infe- 
rior grade, have the advantage In the ' 
struggle for e:!cistence and devclox»- 
ment. 


Moisture is essential and the most 
Important part of the conditions of 
transplanting. 
To lesseq the require- 
ments of the tree we always shorten 
the tops very much, only leaving one- 
half 
and 
often 
one-third of each \ 
branch. 
Our next consideration Is to 
put the roots in the best possible con- 
dition to absorb moisture. 


This we do by cutting off the bruised 
ends of all roots of any siie, always- 
with a starting cut from the under 
side, as the fresh-cut ends will much ^ 
morp readily absorb moisture than the 
broken ends can, as they are left after 
the process of digging from the nurg- ' 
ery row. 
It is at the end of the 
smoothly cut roots nearly all the-new 
growth takes place and where rootlet« "

SUBSTITUTE FOR-CELLULOID. 
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A Cheap Ono Has Been Discovered by 
a German Scientist. 


Tih-e extensive commercial 
use of 
^celluloid has caused considerable ex- 
'^'perimenting to discover a clieap sub- 
iititute or imitation, and it is reported 
from Coburg, Germany, that a good 
substitute has been derived by dis- 
^solving 16 parts—by weigiht—of glacial 
acetic acid, l.S parts of the niter-cel- 
lulose, and adding 5 parts of gelatin. 
Gentle heating and stirring are nec- 
essary, and after the mass has swollen 
, it Is mixed with 7.5 parts of alcohol 
(96 per cent), and the stirring is con- 
tinued. The resulting product is pour- 
vGd into glass molds or, after further 
dilution, may be spread in thin, layers 
on glass. As an* underlay for sensi- 
tive photographic films the material 
'has important advantages. ' not the 
least being that it remains flat in de- 
veloping.

"With them not only to enlarge nnd strengthen by Increased en- 
terprise the fabric they have thus produced, but to make It 
brighter ajid ittore beautiful by adding to it a larger infusion 
of that which touches the welfare of mankind in every moral 
and social phase and condition. 
It may justly be said that commerce» by what it has already done, by 
what lies yet in its path imdono, and by what it has been able to do, has croated 
for itself a mission which cannot be fulfilled by increased effort directed 
solely to gahiing more business advantages. 
This mission docs not exact an 
abatement of commprcial struggle and competition; but it so far fixes their 
limit as to enjoin that with such struggle and competition there shall also 
be willing co-operation in an endeavor to promote every beneficial purpose 
which commerce can draw within its sphere. 


Commercialism is a word we often hear in these days when an attempt is 
made to describe certain political and economic phases of our national ten- 
dencies, which are greatly lamented by good people who are solicitous for our 
country's welfare. 
It has always seemed to me that the meaning attached

^li Finance. 


B>i A l e x a n d e r D , N o y e s . 


N the progress of contemporary finance the midsummer months 
of each successive 3^ear are a period of singular interest. It 
is then that there come into public vIoav the forces over which 
neither human foresight nor human ingenuity can exercise 
the lea^t control, and yet which are fundamental in their in' 
fiueuce on National prosperity. Of all the wealth produced 
each year, iu the modern as in the ancient world, the greater 
part is that which grows out of the ground; and this is 
precisely the portion of the world's annual production which' 
is wholly subject to the caprices of nature. It needs but a moment's consid- 
eration to see how vitally the financial fortunes of a people depend on this 
question of the crops. 
Complete and general harvest failure, in a highly de- 
veloped Industrial State, means, first, the loss of a year's income to the farm 
community. 
Next, and as a natural consequence, it means the curtailment of 
that community's buying power, and hence a large reduction In the purchase 
of manufactured goods. But this must also, in the third place, involve sudden 
disappearance of demand for transportation, both from and to the farm com- 
munities. If there is no wheat to send to market, one-fourth of the business 
of the grain-carrying railway disappears; if there is no demand for city mer- 
chandise on the farms, freight traiiic in the opposite direction will be deci- 
mated. 


But the railway which fails to earn Its dividend will not in »ach a case 
be the only sufferer. 
Loss of expected Income by the farmer, and by tjie 
numerous trades which thrive with his prosperity, means diminished savings, 
decreased resources in the banks; and hence reduction of capital available for 
use in financial enterprise. It is a well-known fact tJiat the enormous borrow- 
ing operations in our Eastera markets, through which the huge 
financial 
schemes of the last three years have been carried out. were made possible by 
the placing of Western bank credits at the disposal of Wall Street, 
These 
credits were chiefly the net result of profitable crops. 


Even this does not tell all the story. Shortage in crops would be followed, 
necessarily, by falling exports, and falllug exports foreshadow reduced com- 
mand over foreign capital. With all the extraordinary recent progress of the 
United States in her exportation of manufactured goods and of mine and 
forest products, it still remains true that our agricultural shipments make up 
sixty-three per cent, of our annual export trade. In other words, harvest fail- 
ure jeopardizes simultaneously the fortunes cf the railways and banks, and 
also the country's foreign credit. 
Alike in IDOl and 1002, immense sums of 
capital were boiTOwed in Europe, during the spring, for use in the costly 
financial 
operations of the period. 
With abundant crops and consequent 
abundant exports, our own banks can take up such foreign loans in the autumn 
and carry the load themselves. But if crops are short and the foreign cred- 
itor calls for settlement, the American banks must pay In gold, depleting their 
own reserves at a moment when large reserves are needed. 
This is what 
happened a year ago. Human sagacity is absolutely unable to predict the 
situation. 
It can only wait to see what the farm weather of a summer 
season bj'ings to pass, and adapt itself, as it best may, to the resultant condi- 
tions.—Forum. 
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The London Lancet states tkat not 
only Is glass subject to the melting In- 
fluence of water, but It is actually BUS- 
ceptible to a kind of disease:

It is evident that some kind of chem* 
ical action has been established» due 
perhaps to the life and habits of a 
specific fungus.

Eccentric Courtships of Soma of tht 
Great Men. 
That thore is no accounting for the 
occentrlcltles of lovers Is sufllclently 
proved, says the London Express, by 
the odd methods In which man>* of the 
world’s great men havo wooed and 
Won their wives. 
When Schumann, the famous com* 
|x)ser, fell head over heels in love with 
Clara Wleck, his master’s daughter, 
his path of courtship was by no means 
one of roses, for Herr Wleck had no 
wish to see his only daughter the 
wife of a penniless musician, and he 
forbade the young lovers to hold any 
communication with each other. 
But love laughs at parental frowns; 
and as Schumann could not even write 
to his lady love he poured out his 
soul to her In a series of “Letters to 
Clara,” printea in a musical Journal o( 
which he was editor. 
When th* time was ripe for settling 
his destiny be made music the vehicle 
of his paasloa, and actually proposed 
to Clara on the piano undar the very 
nose of bar father, without a single 
word being uttered, and received her 
joyful aaseat through the same me­ 
dium. 
Edison’s method of wooing w u no 
less eccentric. One day he strolled In* 
to one of hia workrooms and stood be­ 
hind th* chair of a pretty operator 
who was absorbed in her work. When 
the girl glanced around, and, looking 
shyly up at him, said: 
“I knew it was you, Mr. Edison. I 
always know when your are near." He 
answered, to her amazement: 
“I’ve been thinking a great 
deal 
about you lately; and If you are will­ 
ing to merry me, I would like to marry 
you.” 
A month later the pretty employ* 
was promoted 
to a 
“partnership” 
which she has never since regretted. 
Spohr won bis wife with equally dra­ 
matic suddenness. After playing a duet 
at a court concert with Dorette Scheid* 
ler, a beautiful and gifted harpist, and 
while the tumult of applause was still 
ringing in their ears, he said to his 
companion: 
“Shall we 
play 
together 
thus 
through life?” 
For answer "the lady burst 
into 
tears and sank into his arms.” 
One day when Dr. Dewson, an elo­ 
quent preacher of a century ago, called 
to see Miss Corbett, a wealthy admirer 
of his oratory, for whom he had con­ 
ceived a not altogether platonlc affec­ 
tion, he found her reading the Bible. 
Stealing up behind her, he looked 
over her shoulder to see what she was 
reading, when, without showing any 
recognition of his presence, the lady’s 
forefinger rested on the 
words 
of 
Nathan to David: 
“Thou art the man.” 
Even a less marked hint would have 
been sufilclent for Dr, Dawson, and 
we cannot wonder that Miss Corbett 
soon changed her name. 
Dr. Abernethy, the famous 
physi­ 
cian, was as abrupt In his courtship 
as In his treatment of hls^ patients. 
When after a single meeting, he de­

Many laundresses abjure the nse of 
soap altogether in the washing of col­ 
ored prints. To do this, plunge the ar> 
tides in a bath of lukewarm watery 
mixed plentifully with bran. Rinse Im. 
mediately In soft, cold water, and hang 
to dry In a shady, unheated place. Iron 
wiien nearly dry, on the wrong side. 
• • • 
To prevent buff or gray linens from 
fading, add a teaspoonful of black 
pepper to the water in which they are 
first washed. 
• * • 
Lace-woven and fine silk stockings 
should be cleaned with benzoin or 
naphtha—preferably the latter. Turn 
them Inside out, shake free from dust, 
lay them flat in a dish, and cover with 
the cleansing fluid, taking care not to 
do the work in a room where there is 
a fire or light. 
Stir briskly in this 
bath, and then remove to a fresh one of 
clean naphtha, which will effectually 
remove all lurking traces of soiiure. 
This process completed, the stockings 
should be patted as nearly dry as pos­ 
sible, and hung in the open air until 
all odor of the fluid has disappeared.

For washing silk underwear a strong 
soapsuds made of warm water and 
pure white soap is thJ best medium, 
but in no case must soap be rubbed 
upon the garment. 
Waju the latter 
thoroughly but lightly in two sue* 
cessive baths of the soapsuds and then 
rinse It In lukewarm water. Pat the 
water out between the liands, shake 
the garment and pull !it Into shape; 
then, when it is almost dry, press It on 
the wrong side with a moderately hot 
Iron.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

Great musicians, like other men of 
genius, are not Infrequently erratic and 
inclined to unsoclabillty; but this was 
never tne case with Mendelssohn, one 
of the most human and companionable 
of men.

On one occasion, while he was direct­ 
ing the orchestra at the Hanover 
Square concerts in London, the concert 
happened to fall upon Sbrove Tiles' 
day. 
As the orchestra assembled la 
the band room, the conversation turned 
upon the feast day and the varioua 
ways in which It was celebrated in dlf< 
ferent countries. 
Some one asked Mendelssohn bow 
the carnival was spent In Germany. 
"Well,” said he, “first we eat pan* 
cakes.”

Leipzig?” interrupted his questioner. 
Slowly and gravely, as if discussing a 
matter of serious Importance, Moo* 
delssohn began: 
“Flour, milk, sugar— • but at thl« 
moment the bell rang, and every on* 
hurried in to the concert hall. 
It happened that this was the last 
concert of tho season and the two mea 
did not meet again until the next year« 
The moment Mendelssohn entered th« 
band room be caught sight of hi« 
friend, and with a beaming face, shout« 
ed out:

Frank 
receives the tickets and the colored man 
shovels the coal and it takes two or three 
policemen to handle the crowds. This 
state of affairs takes place every after­ 
noon and it is a sorrowful sight to see 
these poorly clad people carry away their 
vessels of all kinds with the peck of coal. 
When they are too poor to pay they are

Lace-woven and fine silk stockings 
should be cleaned with 
benzoin or 
naphtha—preferably the latter. 
Turn 
them inside out, shake free from dust, 
lay them flat in a dish, and cover with 
the cleansing fluid, taking care not to 
do the work in a room where there is 
a fire or light. 
Stir briskly In this 
bath, and then remove to a fresh one of 
clean naphtha, which will effectually 
remove all lurking traces of sollure. 
This process completed, the stockings 
should be patted as nearly dry as pos- 
sible, and hung in the open air until 
all odor of tho fluid has disappeared.

The skill and Intel- 
ligonce employed upon 
the editorial 
pages of our leading 
newspapers 
is 
greater to-day than the skill and Intel« 
llgence which goes into the making of 
books. 
Foreigners are sometimes sur- 
prised that so many Americans, with a 
literary career already assured, choose 
Journalism. 
The book means leas her« 
than it does in several other countries; 
the newspaper means more. The 
work in it is anonymous. It goes not 
into literary, artistic or dramatic critt* 
clsm, as it does, for instance, in Paris, 
but into the handling of tho news and 
the expression of editorial opinion« 
The arts are, thus far. at least, not out 
main concern. We are more occupied 
with the interest« of the many fhaa 
with the refinements of the few. The 
reading public here is the million, as 
It is In no other land. Democracy, in 
our sense« where miillons read, think 
and vote. Is new In the world, and our 
concern is to reflect, guide and clarify 
it, much more than to make art along 
established lines. 
Newspapers, every 
year cheaper« reach a public every 
year bigger. 
A Justice of the Bn* 
preme Court of the United States has 
Just given out the opinion that the 
press, in enabling us every day to 
know our fellow citizens throughout 
the land, has removed antipathies and 
misunderstandings, increased our sym- 
pathles and helped us to realize the 
purpose announced In the Constitution, 
''to form a more perfect union." 
He 
also sees in the press a powerful in* 
fiuence toward the solution of our 
many and deep social problems, es* 
pecially by bringing them before the 
court'of public opinion, "a court of in- 
creasing wisdom and power, mightier 
than any organized 
tribunal." 
The 
newspapers have their faults like in« 
dlviduais. 
Some are controlled by 
money, like municipal councils. 
Some 
are vulgarly subservient to the un- 
trained, like many politicians. 
But 
they are improving. 
One of the great- 
est and most successful was, a short 
time ago of the deepest saffron. To" 
day, with some sensational left, it has 
abandoned inaccuracy and violence. 
Among Journalists it is now deemed the 
most complete and 
veracious 
dally 
newspaper in the city, in news service, 
with the most interesting page of edit- 
orial opinion.' Its position is strength- 
ening, and its former rival, now almost 
alone in the yellowest field, is every 
day losing its hold.—<3ollier's Weekly.

Great musicians, like other men of 
geniua, are not infrequently erratic and 
inclined to unsociability; but this was 
never tne case with Mendelssohn, one 
of the most human and companionable 
of men.
